London, Dec. 27.— Lord Somerset 
writes to the Times urging the seizure 
of Lorenzo Marques nnd its retention if 
necessary, until the end of the war In 
order to proyent Uie .landing of war mu- 
terinl for the Boers. 

The Times in 11 special article discuss- 
ing the international law aspect!', of Boer 
importations .through Delngon Bay says; 
"If ivo were to adopt cither •with or 
without the consent of Portugal the dras- 
tic measures which tire so airily suggest; 

i in some Quarters, we anight find our- 
selves suddenly confronted with inter- 
national complications far more serious 
and injurious to the successful prosecu- 
tion of the South African war than the 
evils of which it wns sought 'to secure 
on abatement." 

The Times editorially 'attacks the ad- 
ministration of the war office, calling 
attention to correspondence ' disclosing 
"glaring defects," and declaring that the 
British army is being managed for the 
benefit of the rwiir olllee, land not of the 
nation. 

OAPE COLONY DISAFFECTION. 

The Times advises stern treatment of 
the. disaffected Dutch colonists and the 
enforcement of the penalties of treason 
against persons and property. 

Despatches from various points indi- 
cate rile steady growth of disaffection. 
The Capetown correspondent of the 
Daily Chronicle reports the discovery of 
n plot to connive at the escape, of Boer 
prisoners. 

The recruiting of the British colonists 
iii Ctupe Colony, if actively proceeding. 
Thirty thousand are already under arms, 
and several thousand more will he 
added. 

■WIRELESS TEiLEGB'AFHY. 

The tests of wireless telegraphy diiive 
been highly successful, communication 
over it distance of seventy miles being 
perfectly established.

DEMAND FOB WAGONS. 

The advent of horse sickness throws 
increased attention upon the fpiestion of 
transports nnd the want of wagons. 
Which may tie the" British forces to the 
railways. 

The Daily Chronicle says: " Plenty of 
wagons could be obtained from the 
United Stoics, but .the government, with 
very indiscreet patriotism, have refused 
to avail themselves of the opportunity. 
It would have been bettor if the auth- 
orities had followed Lord Kitchener's 
example at At.bara bridge. Will they 
eveii now apply to the American fac- 
tories " 

The war office has nominated Sir Wil- 
liam Stokes an consulting surgeon to the 
South African forces. lie will Jcuve- 
Dniblln for the Cape in 1 a few days. 

Despatches front South Africa are still 
greatly delayed, .but they are arriving 
more freely, ^vhicli shows that the cen- 
sorship has been relaxed. There appears 
to be no great change In the situation.

Every Brick Building Wrecked 
and Loss of Life Reported- 
Volcano Near-By.

San Jacinto, Cut., Dec. 20.— This local- 
ity is a scene of desolatuoni tfrbm the 
earthquake which centred here on Christ- 
Inns morning and destroyed every brick 
building in town. 

At the Sohoba Indian reservation, near 
here, a dance had been held the night 
before, and large quantities of whiskey 
consumed by the Indians sent most of 
them into a drunken] stupor before the 
(shock came. A mtnxber of squaws had 
huddled together in an old building, and 
were sleeping off the 'effects of the liquor. 
The heavy walls fell upon them, six 
being killed outright and two dying later, 
while a score more were 'badly injured. 

There is not a business bouse in town 
but has suffered. The electric wires are 
down and some of the power bouses 
have fallen in. The wails of the county 
hospital were 'badly damaged. 

It iis said that r;rnib!ings had been 
heard for several days about Tuqiul's 
Peak, in the San Jacinto range, supposed 
to .be an extinct volcano, Between San 
Jacinto and Heniet geysers of hot sul- 
phur water have appeared, and the 
fumes are so strong that no one can get 
near the geysers.

The only object 
those who are interesting themselves in 
the matter have in view is to. give Vic- 
toria good rail wily connection with: the 
Mainland. It was no- use to inKiniiate 
that somebody Mas going to make money 
out. of tho project. la' tlio , by-law passes 
a company will then be formed to push- 
the scheme to completion. The council 
in tho present by-law insisted that tho- 
company shall have in its colters the 
sum of $500,000 in cash. He thought 
(his most unfair, as any company with 
this amount of money at its command 
would not consult the council at ail.. As 
the schema stood at present, it niigltt 
drop eight here if the council would not 
modify its demands.

Aid, Hayward was of the opitn^u that 
the by-law was utterly uselesH if those 
words were inserted as it permitted tho 
company to put up bonds with ;t financial 
agent anil get the necessary money and 
the city would have practically no se- 
curity.

SCENE IN FRENCH COURT. 

Accused in Conspiracy Cases Attempt to 
Shout Down the Counsel for 
Prosecution. 

Paris, Dee. 120. — The public prosecutor 
this afternoon began his opening speech' 
before, the high court (senate) in the 
conspiracy eases. He reviewed the evi- 
dence, which- he said showed the con- 
spiracy was more dangerous than when 
the Compte de Paris so forgot the tra- 
ditions of his family as to join hands 
with Sen. Boulangcr. 

This evoked noisy protests from the 
audience and the excited M. Jules G-uer- 
in called -upon the president of the coun- 
cil, $£. Fallieres, not to permit the prose- 
cutor to indulge in such "insulting re- 
marks," bat. the prosecutor continued, 
saying that the same men who conspired 
ten years ago had again plotted to over- 
throw tin: republic. The Cdnipte de 
Paris,, ho added, was dead, but the Due 
d'Orleans- pursued the same system. 
Tli0' remarks of the prosecutor were soon 
drowned by the vehement interruptions 
of tho prisoners*. M. Fallieres rang his 
belt to re-store order and eventually tlio 
prosecutor was heard to declare that lie 
had decided, owing to want of evidence, 
'o abandon the prosecution of six of the 
I ;-is«n<irs.. II. Chevilly, Frenchon-Court, 
Brirher, CaiUy. Bounnont and Bailierc. 
He then recapitulated the stoi-y of the 
onti-Xtepublicain machinations of the Due 
d'OrloiUj.s and his agent M. Buffet. The. 
latter violently protested and an uproar 
ensued,, many' of the senators, demand- 
ing M. Buffet's expulsion. Three of the 
prisonscs^ Ciiilly, Bruhett, and Jules . 
Kuiles, then sKOpted if M. Buffet was 
expelled front the decision they would 
also ui.-li to be e>:;w-!ic,l. Perfect 
paademonduni reigned. Finally the count 
in secret session decided to expel Bu.f: 
I'et. and. CaiUy until their counsel's speech 
for their defence.

On Monday afternoon as it way grow- 
ing dusk an Italian, named Louis - ! Rob- 
erts got into a quarrel with John Husbee 
ii wl 'threw a razor at him. The Italian 
then run around behind .the Kootonaian 
olllce and made some remarks to Mayer 
Martin's boys?, who, seeing he had the 
razor, ran ui> the steps leading to their 
v home above this olllee, and the Italian 
followed them. For a iew minutes 
there was excitement in the Mayor's 
home, tout the Italian turned and lleil 
back down the stairs, with our worthy 
mayor in full pursuit. He ran down 
Water street and along the hike shore, 
followed by iiulc a dozen men. Chief 
Chapman, hearing of die dislurlKinee, 
was fioon in pursuit, and having been 
foul that the Italian had a knife and 
gun, got his revolver in readiness, and 
when he ran by him struck him with hi* 
cane. The Italian turned about, us if 
to retaliate, when the Chief took a shot 
at him, which bad the desired effect of 
bringing him to a standstill. Roberts 
WHS brought before Magistrate Carney 
'on Tuesday, who gave him the option of 
a tine of S>20, or SO days' imprisonment. 
At present he ia in gaol, ami expects to 
pay the line in a day or two. The pris- 
oner stated that he was drunk and did 
not. remember anything of the affair.—

THE EfGHT-HpUR INQUIRY. 

Commissioner Hears at Kas-lo Further 
HI Effects of Legislative Med- 
dling. 

From tin; Kootenninn, Dee. 21. 

On Friday evening last Commissioner 
K, C. Orate arrived in Kaslo on the 
steamer International and at o'clock 
Oield a meeting in the City hall. His 
coming was not made known until Fri- 
day morning and then ouiy by a few type 
written notices state!; up around the city, 
SO that there was little time to prepare 
on either side. 

M. Stevenson was .the first one to he 
sworn and he stated that he had been 
nulling all his life. lie believed that a 
man could accomplish as much work in 
eight hours an in ten and had had ex- 
perience both as a miner and employer, 
and as either preferred the eight-hour 
day, as the men worked hotter under the 
eight-hour shift. Had mined Indaho 
and Montana. He did not know of any 
'breech of the alien labor law. 

S. S. Connauton of the Lodestar Com- 
pany, was sworn. He stated that his 
company, were working nine or ten men 
ui> Hall creek and that he found that the 
cost of development was about 20 per 
cent, more working the eight-hour shift 
than the ten. That is when working 
three eight-hour shifts each man would 
lose about one hour as it was impossible 
for the men to return within an hour 
sifter a blast. Believed that better re- 
sults were accomplished with two shifts 
a day than three and that conscientious 
anen would do more work- in ten hours 
than in eight. Had heard coal miners 
in England talk of working nine and ten 
liours but knew nothing positive. Was 
not a miner and had only been in the 
mining business -since his coming to 
Kaslo in July last, and was one of the 
owners of the Lodestar. 

O. O. Buchanan stated that, the eight- 
liour legislation had seriously affected 
Ins himber business and produced figures 
showing that in the months from June 
1 to November 30, 1S9S, his payroll 
showed 252 months' work at the mill, 
•amounting t\)-§S,!!47; shipments of lunib.r 
over the K. & iS. Ry. to mines, $11,- 
341.57. Whilst for the same period in 
180!) there was only 154 months' labor, 
amounting to $5,500 and the lumlw flip- 
ped over the K. & S. Ryj amounted to 
$48C.65. He knew of no other reason 
"Why the amount should not have been 
in excess of last year. 

The commissioner asked Mr. Buchan- 
an, as president of the board of trade, 
1o state the effect the law had on the 
city, and Mr. Buchanan replied that he 
knew of different instances where capi- 
talists refusal to invest and knew of one 
particular instance where capitalists 



were about to purchase and spend htm 
dreds of thousands of dollars in the 
Lardo-Duncan district but did not on 
account of this law. The construction 
of the Kaslo & Lardo-Duncan and Can- 
adian Pacific railways had brought con- 
siderable business to Kaslo and furnish- 
ed employment, so that Kasio has not 
suffered as it otherwise would have- done, 
hut a great -deal of business would other- 
wise have been transacted as Kaslo is 
the headquarters for the Sloean mines. 

Here the commissioner took occasion 
to commend the board of trade for their 
successful effort in bringing the miners 
.Mill owners together at Sanden and said 
tin.* it had resulted in much good as now 
it wa<< quite common to see the two 
factions conversing together on the 
streets nnO elsewhere, and that an en- 
tire change I: ad taken place. He said 
that they had r*ot as yet reached any 
conclusion, and tn^t he would not like 
to think that they would not, but was 
inclined to believe they would reach an 
amicable settlement. * He asked Mr. 
Buchanan what the board or !rade com- 
mittee hud done while in Sardon. 
Whereupon Mr. Keen stated that a 
copy of their report as a committee had 
boon prepared for the commissioner hut 
Mils not (o !><* jntid.e public, as only the 
.Miners' Union, the (Silver Lead Mines 
Association and Mr. Clute were voted 
the privilege of seeing the report. 

As there were no others desirous of 
giving evidence the meeting was closed. 

The commissioner stated that while be 
remained in Kaslo he would he willing to 
hea// what anyone had to say, hut which- 
ever side they .represented they must be 
accompanied by some one opposed to 
their views,

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HEROES OF THE BATTLEFIELD. 

Individual Acts of Bravery Causing 
Xames of British Soldiers to Live 
in History. 
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all 1 familiar with the 
Hs of Corporal Shaw; 

who, at Waterloo, did 'such tor- 
itlon with his sword and whose 
skull has long been one of the gruesome 
relics of a collection of great historic Inter- 
est In London. Buflnter days than Water 
loo have given us instances of destruction 
by Individuals on the held of battle which 
are even more appalling than Corporal 
Shaw's. 

We begin the list with a Boer. In our 
last Transvaal war, wben our troops were 
camping la the shadow of Majuba, there 
came forth, from day to day, a Boer 
marksman, who earned for himself the title 
of the "secret, silent enemy." Day after 
day, for eight days, he appeared and claim- 
ed a victim to bis ride. 

Then a couple of troopers of the Fifteenth 
Hussars, fresh from the Afghan war. wire 
told off to try their luck at the destroyer 
He came rgaln, warily, round his favorite 
spur of hill, but for the Inst time. Fi-»-m 
their hiding place In the long grass fie 
Hussars saw him, and one of them, named 
Lent, afterwards n sergeant, took u pot-shot 
and brought him down at about 800 yards. 
Five day;; later the body was found, where 
it had fallen from the saddle, by a party.o,' 
Highlanders. 

Some wonderful things were done person- 
ally In the mutiny. Itest known Is the deed 
of the late Mnj.-Gen. McISenn, at Lttcknow 
McBean, who rose to his distinguished po- 
sition from the rank of private, was with 
his men of the Ninety-third -lie was then 
lieutenant— storming the main breach. His 
own valour may In- best understood from 
Hie Btr lenient that with his claymore he 
billed no fewer than eleven sepoys, one 
after the other, in the slaughter In Hie Bo- 
geni Kotee. On February 23, 185S, an offi- 
cer named Evans, with eight men of the 
Ninth Lancers, killed no fewer than sixty 
of the mutineers. 

In a letter from the camp (Meed Clungei 
the day after, Muj. Anson, of the NlUih, 
said! "Cole's squadron had a good deal to 
do, anil C.'s horse was killed. Evane. of 
his troop, started off with eight men uft i 
some of the wretches, and killed about stx- 
ly, Evans himself, armed with a lance kill- 



mous. Diiubar saw a mounted Zulu chief 
approaching. The warrior rushed up to 
the very muzzles of the rifles, but he got 
no farther, for Dunbii:: shot biro through 
the head, the bullet, hitting another Zulu 
who was behind thc'chlo* 

After that, r wlUi. eight. .successive shots, 
Dunbar killed 'as innny Zulus, shooting them 
as they came on to the/attack round a ledge 
of hill. It was only by such desperate per- 
sonal fighting as this that Korko's drift 
was held until reinforcements came, and 
that the handful cf defenders prevented a 
npetiton. on a far larger scale, of the 
butchery of Isandhiwnna— the Hill of the 
Little Hand. 

Sir Evelyn Woofl, V.C.. la his fascinating 
reminiscences of the Crimean war, tells an 
awful, but stirring story of a Cuardsman 
Inkerman. When dipt. Buwaby, of thj 
Grenadiers, charged Into the renter of the 
swarming foe, he was closely followed by 
Private James Bancroft. Several Russians 
furiously fell upon the private, who drove 
his bayonet through the cheRt of the nearest 
of three men, but before he could withdraw 
It he was bayonetted through the jaw. 
Though he staggered back, still he kept 
his eye oa the man who had dealt the blow, 
and shot him dead, killing the third man 
witli the hnyonet. 

Two otb.er Russians then fought Ban- 
erolt nt the same moment, and he fell, 
pierced In the right Bide. Jumping up 
again, however, be knocked down one nt 
his enemies, who, not being much hurt, 
clutched Bancroft's legs ns he fought the 
other man. The Guardsman killed both— 
him on the ground oy klsks with the heel 
of the hoot, and the other with the bayonet. 

"It is curiously characteristic of our na- 
tion,' 1 say( Sir Evelyn, "that a sergeant, 
Ignoring, or possibly not perceiving, that 
the Russian on the gtouni* wils trying to 
hold Bancroft, till another Russian could 
stab him. BU0"ted out forbidding Bancroft 
to kick 'a man that's down.' " 

In the Balaclava charge one English 
officer killed In succession the wheel, cen- 
ter, and lend drivers of a gun which the 
Russians were trying desperately hard to 
carry on", nnd the records of the Crimea 
and other long ami protracted cainnalgnR 
show that such exhibit Ions of personal 
might as this were far from uncommon. 
In the present operations In the 
Transvaal a Juvenile trumpeter has been 
redlted by the war correspondents with 
laying three Boers with a revolver. 
As might be expected, the records of the 
Victoria Cross furnish some rousing ex 
ninples of personal prowess In battle, apart 
from that shoe valor for which alone this 
priceless decoration Is awarded. Duly two 
or three Instances can be quoted here. They 
are typical. 

There was Private Norman, who, In the 
Crimen, at the close of was doing sin- 
gle sentry nt n lonely spot— and at mid- 
night, too. It -,wis the sort of post from 
which some of the bravest of our troops 
have bolted, nnd for nothing. But the un- 
it! Unted Norman held bis ground, despite 
the fnct that three great cor.ted, ghostly 
RusSlan soldiers were silently stealing up 
to reconnoitre the British position. At the 
supreme moment— that Is, when the lone 
ntlnet ami the trio were almost face tn 
face— Norman rushed forward and il) lie In- 
slant had a couple of the enemy In his 
grasp. These he marched off to the picket, 
but the third man escaped. 

Again In the Crimea. Corporal John Prot- 
lyman— "soldier an' sailor, too," for he was 
oiie of her Majesty's Jollies— prnctlcnlly held 
nn important position at Inkerman, firing 
so collectedly and well, not wasllng a bul- 
let, thnt that part of the Russian advance 
was repulsed. The advantage to the allies 
was not too dearly bought at the price of 
the V.C., which wns conferred upon this 
Self-reliant Marine Light infantryman. 

The twenty-two wounds which Lieut. A. 
S. Jones, ef the Ninth Lancers, received In 
an affair with mutineers in June, ISoY, were 
an eloquent tribute to his own achievement 
on the field of battle, though MaJ. Anson 
had to dismiss the affair by saying that 
".tones, with a small party, captured one 
of the enemy's guns, nnd It wns fired four 
times against them with success." 

Lieut. Gen. C. T. S. Gougll, V.C., has by 
ids prowess on the battlefield made a name 
for himself that all good soldiers envy, nnd 
the same can be said of many of our prom- 
inent naval and military men. 

It is put on record that Trupeter Moid- 
ghnn and Private Anderson, of the Second 
Dragoon Guards,, who In IFoS rushed to the 
rescue of their colonel, who had been at- 
tacked In the Jungle by sepoys, slew forty 
of the enemy, with the help of the com- 
mending officer, who had himself already 
accounted for half a dozen of the mutin- 
eers. Monnghan and Anderson got the V.C. 

All the cases which have been given are 
but Illustrations of that amazing exhibition 
of pluck and resource on the part of the 
British soldier and sailor which have from 
time to time compelled the admiration of 
the world.— llt-Blts.

TUB AVAR. 

The absence of exciting nows from the 
scut of war docs not prove that very im- 
portant v.-or!c is not in progress- there. 
A very rigorous censorship is being exer- 
cised, and in addition to this the pressure 
of official and commercial business great- 
ly restricts the capacity of the two 
cables to deal with despatches. It is 
safe to assume, however, that no very 
important event has taken place or we 
would have heard of it. Nothing has 
been heard from Gen. French's column 
for several days. The last news repre- 
sented him as moving slowly towards 
Coleslmrg from Arundel. Lxcept that 
Gen. iBuller moved his camp a short dis- 
tance and that tl'.e NttTal gnus had iired 
a few shells into the Boer position on 
the Tugela, the operations of the Natal 
force are being kept secret. It seems 
to bo taken for granted that heavy rein- 
forcements are being sent forward to 
Buliijr, who will now find himself con- 
fronted with Joibbert, the Boer lender 
•being able to take the Held again. Gee. 
■Gatacre reports that he has retaken 
Dortrcc-ht. This is interesting, especi- 
ally us the Boer force retired without 
making any opposition. Dortivcht is a 
railway terminus north of the Stormberg 
range. It is reach ed by a branch of the 
rond from Bast London. The occupation 
of Ibis point renders it possible for Gat' 
nore to move a portion of his command 
around the Boer position at Stormberg 
Junction if he tl" 'Us it advisable to do 
so. Gen. Methi . reports all quiet, at 
Moddur River, and he is said to have his 
big M'aval guns so posted as to command 
tbe whole Boor position. The news that 
his wounded are rejoining him shows 
that his lines of communication are 
fully open. 

It is reported again that the Free 
Staters are growing disaffected. There 
may be something in this, and perhaps 
their retirement from Dortrccht is at- 
tributable to a feeling that they have 
been lighting long enough, but it is as 
wcH to take stories of thbj kind with 
many grains of allowance. The Free 
Slaters must realize that they have need- 
lessly engaged in a quarrel that can have 
only one outcome.

This is 
also an arbitrary arrangement, but for 
convenience it is understood that the 
time changes at 180 degrees from Green- 
wich, Chatham Ishmd in the South Pa- 
■cific ocean is the first land to see the sun 
rise on a new day. At S p.m. Victoria 
time it is midnight on Chatham Island, 
and consequently the new year will begin 
there immediately after S p.m. of our 
time. 



MINES AND MINERS. 

At the investigation made by Mr. 
Clute at Rossland some very interesting 
and important facts were brought out. 
■Mr. Bernard McDonald, general man- 
ager of the B. A. C.'s properties, was 
one of the chief witnesses. He went 
into details of eases where, to his own 
knowledge, the passage of the eighl-lionr 
law had driven oat Eastern Canadian 
capita lists, and said that the fear of fur- 
ther legislation along the same lines had 
absolutely prevented lnrge sums of 
money from being invested here. He 
gave some statistics showing the invest- 
ments of his company in this province, 
Which have an important bearing upon 
the subject of mines nnd miners. Wo 
give them in detail:

ner keeps up Northport, but as that 
town is in the United States we need 
not take it into consideration. Here, 
then, we have two mining concerns, 
which' maintain the city of Rossland and 
the town of Trail nt their present pros- 
perity, and it is surely not ■unreasonable 
to say that in framing legislation for the 
control of mining, something else ought 
to have been considered than the de- 
mands of a few miners, Who may have 
been dissatisfied with the conditions 
under which they worked a year ago. 
Surely before a lav/, that was calculated 
to have a radical effect .upon the profits 
of mining, was placed on the statute 
book, lioino effort ought to have been 
made to ascertain what ita effect would 
be upon that extremely important indus- 
t ry. 

Wo do net propose to discuss in this 
article the claim made that the eight- 
hour law ought not in fact to interfere 
with the mining industry. All the com- 
petent witnesses examined by Mr. Oh'k- 
have, so far as we have seen, agreed 
that it docs. The point which we want 
to make is that legislation, calculated to 
embarrass at«l dieiyirragu the invest- 
ment of capital, or which may have the 
tendency to compel the owners to close 
down the mines, wil! affect more than 
the capitalists who own the properties or 
the men who work for them. It strikes 
at the very foundation of the prosperity 
of whole communities. What British 
Columbia needs at this time is some one 
with sufficient courage and patriotism to 
do what is right, regardless of conse- 
quences. The time has passed for 
demagoguery and personal ambition to 
be allowed ro dictate tin- policy of the 
province. We need a premier, u cabinet 
and a legislature (hat will grapple with 
the question without any regard to poli- 
tical consequences, and give the prov- 
ince a law that will meet the reasonable 
wishes of both miners and' mine-owners. 
We are confident that this can be done. 

Mr. McDonald in his testimony depri- 
cated any attempt to prefer skilled min- 
ers from coming into this province, for 
■this would greatly retard mining devel- 
opment. He said that: we must look 
chiefly to the United .States for skilled 
miners. Mr. Kirby took the same po- 
sition. He said it is impossible to de- 
velop rapidly the mining industry of this 
province without the aid of miners from 
the United States. Canada can only 
supply a very limited number. None of 
the companies are importing labor. We 
quote the concluding part of Mr. Kirby's 
evidence, as reported by the Rossland 
Miner: 

The majority of mines do not pay, but 
are sinking money in the effort to find 
pay ore. Any increase of their burden 
discourages or steps the enterprise. A 
large pay mine, like any other producing 
business is a complicated affair, delicate- 
ly adjusted to is conditions. A slight 
change is enough to. destroy its profits 
and create a loss. Any persistent inter- 
ference will "kill the goose that lays the 
golden egg." A difference of two-tenths 
in the labor received for wages amounts 
to a profit in itself. Few mines can stand 
such a burden if it is imposed upon them. 
If unable to get relief by the contract 
system, many mines must close. I need 
hardly add that capital is proverbially 
timid and nothing will scare it off so 
promptly as class legislation or labor 
trouble. 

Referring to the contract system, the 
witness said he never knew of contracts 
being objected to. Contracts did not 
tend to iowcr wages. If the average pay 
for contract work did not greatly exceed 
the general wage paid, the miners would 
refuse to take contracts nt all and the 
system would be ended. The great in- 
ducement to take contracts in place of 
wages was the increased amount earned 
by the hard workers. Otherwise tile 
minor could get his wages and take it 
easy when the shift boss was not 
around. Pay under the contract system 
always averages over the wage level 
of the district. This is a good arrange- 
ment for all concerned; under the wage 
sustem the slowest man in the gang 
regulates the pace, but on contract work 
all the men work hard to earn good pay, 
and there is no loafing about. If the 
men do not earn more than the average 
wages, the foreman would not be able 
to let any contracts. 

The alleged b'enian organizations in 
the United States talk of invading Can- 
ada. If they start, it is to be hoped the 
United States government will not stop 
them; for the people of Canada would 
like the contract of wiping them out of 
existence.

London Equips an Expedition to Search 
for Fabled Mines Lost for 
Centuries. 

Somewhere in Egypt are the riches! em- 
erald mines In the world. When the fas- 
cinating Cleopatra was queen these mines 
were u pari of her possessions and she kept 
a number of slaves constantly engaged In 
working them. Day by day, urged on by the 
lash of the task master the slaves sought 
for these rare gems and each day the out- 
put of the mines was sent to the queen. 
This is a matter of history. So, too. Is the 
fact that tlie beautiful Cleopatra had so 
many of these gems that she was In I tic 
habit of bestowing them upon those to 
whom she desired to show her favor. 

When Cleopatra died (lie location of the 
mines was forgotter. For years mines of 
gold, emeralds and other precious stones 
had been In operation, anil yet thej,- (lis 
appeared as mysteriously as they had been 
run. Whether or not (he secret of their lo- 
cation bad been » state secret; that was to 
be kept from the Itoinun conquerors nt all 
hazards Is a matter that will probably never 
be known, but the fact remains that the 
Iiomnns did not flltTOver the mines and that 
before the Egyptians had another oppor- 
tunity to operate them they had forgot 
['ten where they were. Kor nearly two 
thousand years the Immense wealth in these 
mines has remained unclaimed. More than 
Ave hundred years ago an effort was made 
to locate these properties but without suc- 
cess, and at Inst the mines of Cleopatra 
came to be regarded as a fable that had no 
foundation in reality. 

A few days ago, however, a small but 
perfectly equipped expedition left London 
for the purpose of opening un tin! mines of 
Cleopatra. The man who Is at the head nf 
this remarkable expedition Is Edwin Street- 
er, a diamond merchant In Road street, Lon- 
don, am! be Is so confident that he has dis- 
covered the location of the burled mines 
that lie has entered Into an agreement with 
the Egyptian government by which lie 
agrees not only to bear all the expense of 
ids explorations bat also to share tic prof- 
Its of his trip, in view of this fact he Is 
promised protection by the government. 

Mr.- Street or, who claims to have made 
this remarkable discovery, Is R man of no 
little ability. Kpt only Is he a prominent 
figure in the commercial life of London, 
but lie Is an explorer anil archaeologist of 
repute and an author of considerable re- 
nown. One of Ills iKMiks. "Precious Stones 
am! Gems," Is already In Its sixth edition 
and is regarded as one of the few standard 
works In this Held of knowledge. Under 
these circumstances It not strange that 
commercial London should have been will- 
ing to accept Ids remarkable storv without 
question. 

According to the statement made by Mr. 
Streeter, the diamond merchant has known 
of the location of those mines for more 
than twenty years. Long ago he had read 
of the famoiiH Jebel Zabara mines nnd of 
the rich finds that they yielded to the early 
Egyptians. lie had also studied every page 
of a story In which there was any mention 
of the gold and Jewels that had been dug 
from the earth to add to the wealth of Cle- 
opatra. At last; he became persuaded that 
such mines hail actually existed and that 
they had been hurled In order that they 
might be kept from the hands of the Ro- 
mans. With this Idea in view be went to 
Egypt bent upon llndlni: the mines that had 
once made that country one of the richest 
nations In the world. 

When he returned he said nothing nboul 
Ids trip, but from time to time since then 
he had paid mysterious visits to Egypt, and 
It has been known that be was In diplomat- 
ic communication with the government. 
Now that his secroi Is nut he admits that 
he was successful In finding the mines on 
the occasion of his first trip, that they were 
within a stone's throw of one of the largest 
of the ancient barracks and that he ha* 
kept this secret all these years simply be- 
cause he has been unable to make advan- 
tageous arrangements with the gov eminent.

Does Not Cause Any Pain. 

Prorossor George O. Clark, secretary 
to President Jordan of Stanford Univer 
sity, has taken it upon himself to make 
reply to the charges of barbarous cruelty 
■preferred against the American seal 
blunders by Collector A. It. Milne, C. M 
<!.. of this city. 

" It is -amusing." said Professor C ark 
in «. published interview, " to notice that 
when the shoe begins to pinch they im- 
mediately set .nip their cry. Collector 
Milne is exactly right in ibis statements. 
The branding is done to destroy the skins 
and harass the Canadian sealers. There 
•s no suffering whatever. The seal has 
a covering of at least two inches of 
blubber which does not contain one Sin- 
gle nerve and very few blood vessels, 
When tiie seals were branded they did 
not even pay attention to their wound, 
but ran off 'playing the next moment. 
They are not a nervous animal, and are 
Very hard to frighten. 

" The one thing which may give pause 
to this argument is that the scaib does not 
remain; but; is continuously washed away 
by sea. water. This l<\ives apparently a 
bail wound, but in reality prevents any 
disease setting in. When the seals come 
on land the new skin cracks from the 
aun, and this of course is irritating, but, 
they don't show any suffering. It is 
nothing like the branding of calves or 
colts. We made severe tests bile first 
year, but not one pup died of it. If the 
British collector wishes to rest on a 
matter of sentiment, his attention might 
be called to the count we made of sixteen 
thousand pups starved to death on the 
islands, their mothers having been killed 
by Canadian sealers."

The Tees was a little late in arriving, 
owing to the fact that she waited three 
days at Skagway for the train with mails 
from Dawson, 23 bags coming down. 
No train was run for four days on the 
White Pass & ¥ukon railway, traffic 
being blocked by a very severe snow and 
wind storm which lasted from the ISth 
to the 2^nd inst. To make matters 
worse the engines which were pushing 
the rotary snow plough were buried in a 
snow slide, the removal of the snow 
from the track releaviug that on the 
mountain sides. The engines and plough 
were damage''. The engines were buried 
beneath about twelve feet of snow. For- 
tunately no one .was hurt, although the 
passengers were greatly inconvenienced, 
food having to be taken up to them by 
teams. Some walked back to Skagway. 
One of the latter, P. Oregon, was found 
iu a snowshed with his face and bands 
badly frozen. A Skagway paper refer- 
ring to the accident said: 

"The train on which the passengers 
came from Bennett ■followed the rotary 
and was pushed by two engines. When 
the plough was a mile south of the 
switchback it cut out the lower part of 
the accumulated face of snow on the 
mountain side. This loospBed the 
mass above, and it come down with a 
rush, burying the plough and the loco- 
motives out ot sight. The passenger 
train behind 'was not touched by the 
slide. There was fifteen feet of snow in 
the cut. 

"Those who walked from the blockad- 
ed train report that the snow was two 
feet deep on an average all along the 
line. After 'he rotary had been freed 
from the bank which buried her, she 
struck a boulder hidden iu the snow, 
and of its twenty steel knives only sev- 
en were left. Food was secured by the 
stormbound people at the rate of 50 
cents for a cup of coffee and san,dwich 
on the train. 

"The operator at Glacier reports that 
one immense avalanche swept down the 
mountain covering 850 feet of the track 
and taking out. -five telegraph poles and 
prostrating the wires. Trees twelve 
inches were observed in the slide, and it 
is not known what else may be under 
the surface, and what is the condition 
of the track. The slide covers the track

"The Dawson wires have been down a 
week. That this wire has been paying

BRITISH BOYCOTT OF FRANCE. 

The executive of the British Fire Pre- 
vention committee, representing the lead- 
ing architects and engineer;: of tho Unit- 
ed Kingdom, have decided to cam-el their 
participation in the Paris exhibition be- 
cause Of the general tenor of French 
feeling towards that country. This 
drawal includes not alone n large exhibit 
by forty-live firms in tl Hreproofing 
trade but also the comjuittee's own 
scientific exhibits. A statement issued 
recently by the executive says that the 
withdrawal is due " to the loading mem- 
bers of the hreproofing trade, who wero 
to liave been represented by a large 
collective exhibit, arranged under the 
auspices of the committee, considering 
that the general tenor of French poli- 
tical, business and social feeling towards 
Englishmen has of late been anything 
but satisfactory. The decision of the 
! executive to cancel their preparations 
has, however, not only been arrived at 
after due consideration of those wishes 
but Jitter thorough investigation as lo 
the state of affairs at Paris they fully 
•.•nciir with t' \i forty-five firms concern- 
ed that this is not an .opportune moment 
lor arranging an exhibit of this kind in 
France. They have hence also cancelled 
their own exhibits, which were to have 
been of an essentially scientific char- 
acter. The executive regret that this 
decision should have been necessary, as 
Oxa collective exhibit of lire-resisting ma- 
terials, systems, etc., would have been 
the first of the kind, and considerable 
trouble had already been taken in pre-

Respectability -and Stately Grandeur 
Characteristics In Sharp Contrast 
With Continental Cou.ts. 



"Fleeting flummeries" la the somewhat 
contemptuous expression which I once beard 
applied by an American acquaintance 10 
the elaborate ceremonial and strict eti- 
quette of the court of St. James, says T. 
Cuullffe-Owen, In the Cosmopolitan. 

Yet it Is thanks to these "fleeting flum- 
meries'' that the court of St. James to-day 
enjoys, a greater degree of prestige on both 
sides of the Atlantic than any other court 
of the Old World. There Is something 
distinctly shoddy about the Quimial. 
where, in spite of the protests of Queen 
Margherlta, people are constantly securing 
u presentation which would he refused ;l> 
them* elsewhere. The court of Vienna has 
been deprived of most of brilliancy since 
the tragic death of Crown-Prince Rudolph. 
There Is n certain amount of parvenu at- 
mosphere uncut the court of Berlin, owing 
perhaps to the fact that barely two hun- 
dred years have elapsed since the Hphen- 
zolloms possessed themselves of the crown 
of a king, and that their Iinperli'l diadem Is 
less than thirty years of .!ge. The court 
of St. Petersburg suffers. ..ium the fact that 
It is crowded with people of Inferior birth 
and breeding wlu are Indebted to their 
rank in the military or civil service of the 
state for their admission to the presence 
of the Czar; while the supper scene at the 
court ball In Madrid or Lisbon must bo 
witnessed In order to conceive the specta- 
cle, and can he compared only to the irrun- 
. tlon of a wild horde of voracious travellers 
Into the restaurant of some wayside eat- 
ing-station on the transcontinental lines of 
the United States or Canada. 
At the court of St. James, however, an 

ATMOSPHERE Of DIGNITY 

and ceremonlouscess prevails which prac- 
tically has the effect of putting every one 
on his or her very best behaviour while 
the mere clreuihstuBce of having been ad- 
mitted to the honor of presentation serves, 
if not as an entree to society, at any rate 
as a diploma of perfect respectability and 
of social status, not only in England, but 
likewise In every capital of Continental 
Europe. 

The ceremonlousness and etiquette that 
my friends described as ''flummery" are 
Indispensable to the monarchical system. 
They serve to constitute the barriers that 
hedge royalty, and to maintain distinct' the 
various gradations ot rank. "Without the 
existence of etiquette, the anointed of the 
Lord would be unable to keep the proper 
distance between themselves and their 
friends, acquaintances and followers of less 
Illustrious blrtn and station. Tills etiquette 
wns relaxed for a time during the reins of 
Queen Victoria's two uncles, with most 
disastrous Tesults; for the English court 
Under King George IV. aad King William 
IV. sank to so low a level of respectability 
that its prestige was almost on a par with 
that of the court of Spain during the most 
evil days of Queen Isabella. Queen Victoria, 
With her husband, the late Prince Consort, 
realizing this condition of affairs, nt once 
set to work, not only to reorganize the en- 
tire royal household but likewise to re-es- 
tablish a system of etiquette calculated to 
purify the atmosphere of their court, and 
to restore its good name ami grandeur. At 
the same time both Her Majesty anil the 
Prince showed themselves possessed (tt u 
spirit sufficiently progressive and enlighten- 
ed to refrain from restoring laws of eti- 
quette that were no longer In keeping with 
the spirit of the age, and while moderniz- 
ing many of the rules of ceremony, and de- 
vising new ones, retained of old-time cus- 
toms and traditions all those that were 
characteristic nnd picturesque. The guid- 
ing motives of the Queen and of her con- 
sort In this matter were the determination 
to place- their court upon a footing of re- 
spectability nnd 

STATELY GRANDEUR 
commensurate with the importance of the 
P.rltlsh Empire, nnd the necessity of re- 
pressing that extraordinary familiarity on 
the part of the nobles, commoners, and even 
menials, in their dealings with royalty, 
that had developed during the reins of the 
Georges. 

Tin! principal ceremonial functions of the 
court of St. James, that Is to say those that 
"bring the ordinary court circles Into con- 
tact with royalty In an official sense, are 
the so-called drawing-rooms, the levees. Hie 
Bintc eorioerta and the state balls.' The 
former two have to be attended as a matter 
nt duty by the foreign diplomatic corps, by 
the ministers ot the crown, and by the tllg- 
nltar:-3 of the royal household, while tUer 
enjoy by prescriptive right Invitations— er, 
as they are styled, "royal comniands"- 
to the statp hulls arid state concerts. The 
drawing-rooms and levees are peculiar to 
tile English court, and differ from the cere-

Drawing-rooms are held for the presents' 
tlon of ladles and Invariably take place at 
Buckingham Pnlaeo, while in the same way 
the levees ure organized for the purpose of 
enabling men to make tbelr bow to lb 
royal prince delegated to represent the 
Sovereign, Xor are the levees end drawing 
rooms ROlely held for the purpose of Intro- 
ducing strangers and debutantes to th 
Monarch, They are likewise designed to en 
able people already presented to royalty to 
pay their respects, a sort of formal call to 
the Sovereign. To English people the pre 
seaUtloa ut the levee or at a drawing-room 
confers no prerogative, except the right of 
present at lou by English envoys at foreign 
courts. In the case of foreigners presented 
at the court of St. James, the embassy 
which sponsors them Is responsible for theli 
respectability. Where English people are 
concerned, the presentee, no matter how 
great the importance and prestige ot the 
personage who does the presenting, Is sub- 
jected by the lord chamberlain mid his 
Officials to a series of 

STRICT IN VESTU3ATION, 

which sometimes results In a refusal to 
permit the presentation to take place. Ad- 
mission to levees is refused to bankrupts, to 
to men who have been Involved In public or 
private scandals, and to actors; the barrier 
against those connected with the stage be- 
ing a relic of Elizabethan times, whe'i 
members of the dramatic profession were 
officially rated as "menials" and an "vag- 
rants." "Women are denied presentation 
at drawing-rooms If they have figured in 
divorce court proceedings, even as peti- 
tioners; nnd the Queen likewise objects 
to titled ladies who are In trade, and to 
actresses— though once the latter have 
quitted the boards tor good and all, Her 
Majesty la quite ready to welcome them 
to court, provided, of course, their con- 
duet has been free frcm reproach. At ad 
of these court functions the men present 
are obliged to wear uniform of one kind 
or another, the only exception being made 
in favor of the American ambassador and of 
the members of his staff, who are In plain 
evening dress. The ordinary court dress 
takes two forms, the selection of which Is 
at the disposal of the wearer. Tne one 
consists of a single-breasted dark-blue 
dress-eont. adorned with gilt buttons, gold- 
emtroldcred straight high collar, gold-em- 
broidered culls and pocket-flaps; blue trou- 
sers, striped With gold braiil, a white waist- 
coat, white tie, blue cocked hat and gold 
lillted sword complete the costume. At 
court balls and drawing-rooms, white knte- 
breeehes and white-silk stockings take th- 
place of the gold-lneed trousers; a prefer- 
ence being, however, shown for the more 
picturesque old court dress, comprising 
shoes with silver buckles, black satin or 
black velvet breeches and black silk stock- 
lugs, black velvet coat of eighteenth-cen- 
tury shape, with diamond-paste or cut- 
steel buttons, lace rufflec and jabot, a black 
Bcabbardcd sword with a hilt of cut 
steel, and a olack sr.tln cocked hut. 
Strictly speaking, a uobwlg ought to com- 
plete this costume, hue nowadays it Is left 
off. 

Levees are ordinarily held by the Prince 
of Wales, who on Ills arrival In the throne- 
room of St. James' palace, first salutes the 
other princes, nnd then greets the members 
of the foreign diplomatic corps, xvho puss 
before him In single file, being named as 
tbey do so by the lord chamberlain. Then 
follow the ministers of the crown, and they 
subsequently all assemble at the farther 
end of the throne-room, and opposite the 
Prince nnd his brothers, being joineu by 
those peers and dignitaries who regard It 
as a duty to assist In maintaining the splen- 
dor of the ceremony of the court. 

Thereupon the remainder of the company 
are admitted— that Is to say, the people 
who have already been presented and mere- 
ly wish to 

PAY THEIR RESPECTS 

to the Prince, and those who are being 
presented for the first time. They pass In 
single file before the Prince and his broth 
ers, niuklag low bows to each, and receiv- 
ing la return either a handshake of a nod 
of acknowledgment. On entering the 
throne-room they hand to one of the gentle- 
man-ushers In walling one of the two tards 
with which tlic-jr have been furnished and 
on which their names are Inscribed, and 
this Is read out to the Prince the Lord 
Chamberlain as they make their bow. 

At drawing-rooms," as at court balls and 
state concerts, knee-breeches and silk stock- 
ings ure do rigour for all men who attend, 
and do not happen to be entitled to wear 
n military or naval uniform. The drawing- 
rooms, ns stilted above, take place at Buck- 
ingham Palace during the afternoon, nnd 
the ceremonial possesses many points of 
analogy with that of the levee. That is 
10 say, the ladles who have already been 
presented and who merely wish to pjiy their 
homage, and those presented for the first 
time, pass In single (lie before the Sovereign, 
or before the royal princess delegated to 
represent her, the names being read out 
by tin- Lord Chamberlain. When the 
Queen is present, the lady, In addition to 
the low court-courtesy accorded to the 
roynl princesses, is required to kiss Her 
Majesty's hand, or rather to toucli It in 
the lightest possible fashion with the lips, 
raising her own hand underneath buck up- 
ward as If to support the hand 01 the 
Sovereign. And If the lady happens to be 
a debutante and either a peeress of the 
realm or the daughter of a peer, she has 
a traditional light to a kiss from I he 
Queen either on the cheek or on the fore- 
head, by way of acknowledgment. Hut the 
band-klsslhg by the Irtdy, and the kiss ac- 
corded by royalty, are omitted when the 
Queen herself Is absent, and ner place la 
taken by one of her daughters or daughters- 
in-law. 1 ,

nush to Cape Nome in the spring, the 
number of inquiries heing received from 
Eastern points being simply phenomenal. 
It is unofficially learned that the steam 
ers running' direct to Nome from Vic 
toria are assured of foil freight and ikis 
senger cargo when, sailing on the initial 
trips, about, the 1st of May next, the 
rates being $100 first-class, $75 sceoild- 
clttSS, $40 per ton for freight and ?7q for 
horses. .Some of the representatives of 
the local companies interested are of the 
opinion that there 'will be a great scar- 
city of fiteamers- to handle the traffic. 
The White Pass & Yukon railway com- 
pany expect to get a considerable share 
of the Nome-bound traffic, believing: that 
many will prefer to go to Dawson via 
okagway, and from the latter point 
down tlie Yukon to Nome. From ban 
Francisco it is learned tu'ftt Blasy vessels 
•ire being chartered, and the stampede 
will probably be as .great as during the 
first of the Klondike excitement. the 
J; S. Kimball Company will be early m 
the held. They are to run six steamers 
to Nome, Oape York, Fort Clarence and 
Safety Harbor, via St. Michael. The 
vessels are the Aloha, Setpioia, Noyo, 
Albion, Bessie K. «nd the Gno new 
ocean steamer John S. Kimball. the 
latter is now nearing completion, and 
will make her maiden voyage to the gold 
fields. She will carry 500 passengers 
anil l.riOO tons of freight, and will sail 
April 25. The other vessels will follow 
every week or ten days. The Pacific 
Steam Whaling Company, the Alaska 
Commercial Company, the Pacific Coast 
Steamship Company and the Alaska Ex- 
ploration Company arc also getting ready 
for the rush, and during the spring there 
wUl b« a dearth of vessels in the coast 
ing trade in consequence. A company 
is being organized at Tacauia wifh 
capital of $200,000 to build a landing 
place at Gape Nome, at which point nil 
vessels had great diffleu5ty in discharging 
their cargoes last season, A huge float- 
ing dock is to be constructed large 
enough for two steamships to lie along 
side. It will be anchored firrniy one mile 
from shore. From the floating dock to 
the shore a line of caissons is to be sunk 
to bedrock, and upon these will be 
stretched a cable that will convey a sys- 
tem of surf buckets .between dt and the 
shore. To prevent the water undermin- 
ing the caissons, piles are to be driven 
and then to make them stable they will 
be filled with rock. It is reported that 
the charge for landing freight will be 
about $5 per ton. The Taconia Barge 
Company also proposes to furnish a land 
ing and floating warehouse by anchoring 
off shore their immense barge Skookhni 
which has a capacity of 0,000 tons. She 
yrlU be towed to Nome at the opening of 
navigation. 



RBLBASI N G TItANSPO UTS . 

United States Governm. at Will Have 
Vessels of Their Own to Carry 
Troops to Manila. 

The scarcity of tonnage complained of 
by some of the Sound exchanges will 
bo remedied to some extent by the re- 
leasing in a few days of a large number 
of transports engaged by the United 
States government in the service to Phil 
ippine ports All the transports nndci 
charter are being returned to their own 
ers as fast as they arrive at San Fran- 
cisco from Manila.

LAW OF INSULTS TO MONARCH'S 

The rule of English law is, according 
to tihe London Law •Toumal, that any 
publication tending to degrade and de- 
fame persons in situations of power and 
lltaa'ity in foreign countries may be treat- 
ed as libels, particularly when they have 
a tendency to interrupt the pacific rela- 
tions between the two countries. There 
are several instances of prosecutions for 
such attacks upon foreign sovereigns or 
their ambassadors. Thus Lord Oeorge 
Gordon was in 17S7 convicted of a libel 
Upon Marie Antoinette and the French 
ambassador, Vint was in 1801 convibted 
of e libel upon the Bnvpcror of Russia, 
ami during the short period of pea'CQ 
after the treaty of Amiens, Peltier wis 
prosecuted for a libel on Napoleon und 
found guilty; but, as was broke out 
again, was never called upon to receive 
judgment.

COL. BAKER'S RETURN. 

Member for East Kootenay South Tells 
of Visit to His Constituency 
En Route. 

From Vuncouver News Advertiser. 

Col. James Baker, M. P. P. for_ the 
south riding of East. Kootenay, arrived 
in the city yesterday from the East. 
Since last in Vancouver Col. Baker has 
been in the Old Country, from wiiere he 
arrived at Montreal n few weeks ago. 
Since then he has taken the journey 
westward in easy stages, and stayed for 
some days in Cranbrook and Fornie, in 
East Kootenay. He looks in the b( 
of health, and declares that the visit 
wp.s one of the pleasantest of his life. 
During his stay in England his son wa 
married, which circumstance delayed him 
some time longer than he would other- 
wise have been. 

Col. Baker began to talk at once of 
the coal mines of East Kootenay, when 
asked yesterday afternoon regarding bi.- 
t rip. He said that they were develop 
ing very rapidly, and the output from 
the mines was now something like 800 
tons per day. "This will shortly be 
tended to 1,200 tons per day," explained 
the Colonel, "and as it is, our mines can 
not supply the demand throughout Koot 
enay and Montnna. The coke is of first 
class quality, and even if the output 
were a great deal larger there would be 
no trouible at all about finding a good 
market for it. The towns of East 
Kootenay are progressing very well, and 
there is a general air of prosperity in the 
district. 

" I wish yon would mention — it is a 
matter about which something should be 
jvaid — that there is complaint of the in- 
adequate school accommodation. Tin 
school house and teaching staff at Forme 
are both deficient. Several fathers of 
families have left the district because 
they could not get school accommodation 
for their children. 

" So far ns mining goes development 
work and prospecting as well .in South 
East Kootenay are in a very satisfac- 
tory condition. With the exception of 
the North Star aud the St. Eugene 
groups, few of the properties have so far 
been developed sufficiently to be called 
mines, but so a*ar ns work has gone, in 
many cases it has met with very satisfac- 
tory results, and especially in relation to 
the important factor of dry ores. It is 
in contemplation lo erect a smelter and 
probably a refinery at Cranbrook. which, 
being tlie centre of the great groups of 
mines in South East Kootenay, is the 
natural position for a smelter and refin- 
ing industry. This would be a great 
benefit to the mine-owners, us it would 
naturally give them a greater price for 
• ores in consequence of the saving 
transportation. 1 found the mer- 
chants at Fernie aud Cranbrook well 
satiahed with the progress of business, 
which has increased greatly during the 
last six months. 

"In the Old Country the great feature 
is, of course, the war excitement. Th 
feeling is one of sadness combined with 
intense patriotism and the linn deter- 
mination to see the matter through to 
the end. As far as volunteers are con- 
cerned, the number who have offered 
their services to the country, if they 
could be accepted, are practically un- 
limited. There is. however, a calm and 
sober feeling with reference to the 
course that should 1h> pursued, and that 
is a firm determination that Brit ish pluck 
shall carry it to a successful termination. 

" No, I have nothing at all to snv re- 
garding provincial political matters," said

RECKONING TIME. 

In Mohammedan Lauds the Day Begins 
at -Sunset. 

The ordinary method of reckoning 
time in Mohammedan countries, is from 
sunset to sunset. Twelve o'clock is ut 
sunset, and Una is tlie beginning ot the 
day. Two periods of twelve hours then, 
pass till the next siuisct, whereupon ev- 
erybody sotu his watch, if he has one, 
backward or forward according to the 
season. Of course, accurate time in im 
possible under such a system. The tele 
graphs and railroads in Syria, for exam- 
ple, keep anything but exact time, 
though it might be procured from the 
observatory at Beyrout, which uses its 
mean time. In Teheran, Persia, a mid- 
day gun is fired by the time shown on a 
dial, and this in spite of tho fact that 
the correct local meiini time might be pro- 
cured at the telegraph otlice, which is reg- 
ulated daily by a time signal from Green- 
wich, and is tlie time standard for all 
telegraphic .business. But the merchants 
and the street car company keep gun 
time, and tlie railroad trains do not seein 
to irequire a time-table at all 1 , as- they 
seldom start until full or required to start 
by a government order. 

There are out-of-the-way parts of the 
world that keep very good time, because 
their clocks are regulated by telegraph 
from Greenwich, and then the Green- 
wich mean time is reduced to local time, 
according to longitude difference. Thus 
at Lagos and the Gold Coast, West Afri- 
ca, the local time is checked daily by 
telegiaph from Greenwich and trans 
mltted to all the telegraph offices in the 
colonies. The time al Accra is only for- 
ty-five seconds slower than that of 
Greenwich, and is the time uued through- 
out the Gold Const. 

Most, any sort of time is kept in China 
As a rule, the Chinese use an apparent 
sun time obtained from sun dials. The 
foreigners- at the ports on the coast use 
an approximate local time calculated 
from the Shanghai time, supplied by tlie 
telegraph companies. In the grent city 
of Tientsin, with a million inhabitant 
the time is determined by the municipal 
chronometer, which is the town hall 
clock. It is supposed to be regulated 
every Saturday, when the community 
may' set their watches, but it !ii>.s been 
known to lie im error at least three min- 
utes. 

Last December was the time when all 
the towns in Colombia wen} expected 
thereafter to use the time of Bogota, the 
capital. With this responsibility upon 
them, it is hoped that the public clocks 
of that city will improve in their time- 
keeping, for visitors at Bogota say it is 
nothing unusual for the public clocks to 
disagree by fully n quarter of an hour. 

In India the standard time for tlie 
whole of the peninsula is the mean time 
of the Madras observatory, and this time 
is used in recording the time of sending 
telegrams to foreign countries. Local 
time is, however, used in most towns and 
villages, and it is announced by clocks, 
striking gongs, bells and guns, the sig- 
nals being given from churches, treasury 
buildings, fortH and. telegraph olilces. 
The local clteks are set daily by the time 
telegraphed from Madras, and each tele- 
graph office has a closely printed table 
tilling about fifty pages, giving the differ- 
ence between Madras and local time for 
all the government telegraph olilces in In- 
dia. 

Not a few countries constantly use 
two standards of time. This is not at 
all troublesome when we consider that 
before the adoption of rhe hour zones, the 
railroads across the continent employed 
about seventy standards of time fat inak 
ing up their time tables. Railroads and 
telegraphs throughout Spain use Madrid 
time, but for a;l! other purposes the ofll 
ciul time is determined by tlie meridian 
of each locality. Throughout Russia, St. 
Petersburg time is used for telegraphh 
purposes, and each place has its own local 
time besides. In Portugal the country 
towns keep their local time very roughly 
but. Lisbon and the railroad and tele 
graph services have the time of the Tap 
ada. royal observatory. There is consid- 
erable confusion in tlie Netherlands, and 
if one's watch does not agree with tin 
towh clocks as he travels through the 
iand it doesn't follow that he has a poor 
time-keeper, In the railroad stations, 
telegraph and postOfHees tho exact time 
of tlie Greenwich observatory will be 
found. In many towns Amsterdam time 
is in use, ami it is .about twenty min- 
utes faster than reliable clocks in many 
other towns- that use Greenwich time; 
still, other towns use their own local 
time, so the Netherlands do not. lack for 
variety in time standards. 

Every place in Newfoundland uses St. 
John's time for all purposes, excepting 
Ilea.'t's Content, which has special priv- 
ileges as a cable station. For local pur- 
poses this little town employs local time. 
Every day it receives a .signal from Lon- 
don giving the Greenwich time, mid as 
ihc difference in time between the two 
points is three hours, thirty-three min- 
utes and thirty-throe seconds, it is only 
necessary to keep the local clocks that 
much slow on Greenwich time to have 
the exact local time. But in the cable 
olBce all foreign business in transmitted 
with Greenwich time. 

In Great Britain Greenwich 1 menu; 
time Is the standard, and is niscd. for all 
purposes nearly everywhere. Among 
the few exceptions is the city of Canter- 
bury, which uses u time about four min- 
utes fast on Greenwich, and clocks at a 
few railroad stations are kept one or two 
minutes fast. Ireland uses the time of 
Dublin, and m all the clocks in tlie Island 
are twenty-five minutes-, twenty-two sec- 
onds slow on Greonwira time. 

The official time throughout Argentina 
is that of the city of Cordova, which is 
telegraphed every day to control the 
time pieces in the various cities. It is 
used everywhere in the railroad and tele- 
graph ot'lces. but many citizens in the 
provinces prefer to use local time of 
doubtful accuracy. The people of the 
Hawaiian Islands try to keep their time- 
pieces ten nouns thirty mlnniitea slower 
than those of Greenwich, and call this 
standard lime. At Belize, British Hon: 
duraa, the "clock over the court house, 
which furnishes the time for the town, 
is usually regulated by the time kept by 
the sliAps in the harbor. The town of 
Nukualofa, which furnishes the time for 
the entire Tonga group, is in west longi- 
tude; but. because all business relations 
except with jjftmoa are with places in 
east, longitude, the east, longitude time 
for the day of the week and month is 
kept. 

In America any town that happens to 
In? on the dividing line between two of 
the hour-lime zones- will Suave its own 
time, and, in addition, at the railroad 
station there will be two times different 
by an hour, one for the west and the 
other for the easHiontid trains. The city 
of El Paso labors under the embarrass- 
ment of four kindn of railroad time. It 
lias central time for the Atlantic section 
of the Southern Pacific, Pacific time for 
the Pacific section of the same road, 
mountain time for the Mexican Central, 
all Ihc railroads of Mexico being run on 
the time of Fie cap.it a I. — New York Sun.
